OWNER'S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your Stereo Sports Radio is a lightweight FM stereo radio that you 
can take anywhere. The durable, compact design is perfect for out- 
door activities. You can slip the radio in your pocket, or use the belt 
clip for hands-free carrying. The included stereo earbuds allow you 
to privately listen to music on the go. 

FCC STATEMENT 

Your radio might cause TV or radio interference even when it is op- 
erating properly. To determine whether your radio is causing the in- 
terference, turn it off. If the interference goes away, your radio is 
causing it. Try to eliminate the interference by: 

• moving your radio away from the receiver 

• contacting your local RadioShack store for help 

If you cannot eliminate the interference, the FCC requires that you 
stop using the radio.

You need one AAA battery (not supplied) to power your radio. For 

the best operation and longest life, we recommend RadioShack al- Note: The cord on the stereo earbuds acts as an antenna. For best 
kaline batteries. reception, unwind the cord. 


Caution: Use only a fresh battery of the required size and recom- 
mended type. 

1 . Use a flat-head screwdriver to loosen the two flat-head screws 
on the back of the radio. 

2. Remove the battery compartment cover and the rubber insula- 
tor inside. 

3. Put the battery into the compartment as indicated by the polarity 
symbols (-r and -) marked inside. 

4. Replace the rubber insulator and the cover, then tighten the 
screws. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries promptly and properly. Do not 
burn or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the radio for a week or more, re- 
move the batteries. Batteries can leak chemicals that can destroy 
electronic parts. 


USING THE BELT CLIP 

Unlatch the belt clip by pushing the latch on the belt clip in the direc- 
tion of the RELEASE arrow and lift it up. Slide the clip under your belt 
and press the radio down until it clicks. 



LISTENING SAFELY 

To protect your hearing, follow these guidelines when you use ear- 
phones. 

• Set the volume to the lowest setting before you begin listening. 
After you begin listening, adjust the volume to a comfortable 
level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high volume levels. Extended high- 
volume listening can lead to permanent hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not increase it. Over time, your 
ears adapt to the volume level, so a volume level that does not 
cause discomfort might still damage your hearing. 
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TRAFFIC SAFETY

Do not wear earphones while operating a motor vehicle or riding a 
bicycle. This can create a traffic hazard and could be illegal in some 
areas. 

Even though some earphones let you hear some outside sounds 
when listening at normal volume levels, they still can present a traffic 
hazard.
